Cost of Lioht 
Bill Increase 
59c Monthly 

New electric rates author¬ 
ized last weak by I lie Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission will add about 59 
cents a month to the bill of 
the average domestic custo¬ 
mer. it was pointed out by 
Paul J. Langlie, district man¬ 
ager for Southern California 
Edison Co. 

He called attention to the 
fact, that Edison rates have 
boon reduce d repeatedly 
since 1922. Even under the 
new schedules, he said, Edi¬ 
son customers still will be 
paying approximately the 
same rates as they did in 
1931. 

The rate increase, the sec¬ 
ond one the company has 
received in 34 years, will go 
into effect Nov. 9. The PUC 
estimates the new rates will 
increase Edison’s gross reve¬ 
nue by approximately $25,- 
000,000 annually. 

The Edison official said 
the increase will be “of sub¬ 
stantial assistance in our 
battle against the mounting 
effects of inflation.” 

In this regard, he cited the 
following as typical of how 
the costs of doing business 
have risen since 1940 alone: 
fuel, 286 per cent; labor, 168 
per cent; property taxes ap¬ 
plicable to Edison, 100 per 
cent.

3. Discovered without doubt that intelligent life exists 
in some other worlds, possibly life that is millions of years 
ahead of us. 

As Sputnik has dramatically illustarted, mankind 
now stands on the threshold of space, and travel, for ex¬ 
ample, to Venus, the closest planet at 26 million miles, 
and to Mars, 35 million miles, is no longer the property of 
the science fiction writer but is the seemingly improbable 
but nevertheless overwhelming fact of contemporary life. 

This, at least, is the conclusion of many experts in 
the field, including Arthur C. Clarke, a British scientist, 
fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society and for some 
years chairman of the British Interplanetary Society. 

“By the laws of probability,” Mr. Clarke writes in the 
current issue of Harper’s Magazine, “we should expect at 
least one planet capable of supporting life to exist within 
10 light-years of the Earth.” 

There is hardly a spot on Earth, he explained, from 
the highest mountain to the ultimate depths of the sea, 
which some creature has not been able to conquer by 
suitable adaptation. 

In the realm of the universe, life on Earth, particularly 
human life, is very young. Why, then, shouldn’t we expect 
intelligent beings on other planets? 

Well, then, how will we ever find them and, if they’re 
so smart, why haven’t they found us? 

A “not-very-efficient” atomic propulsion system, Mr. 

Clarke believes, might reasonably be developed around the 
turn of this century, which would enable us to attain 
speeds of 1,000,000 mph. This would mean Mars in less 
than two days, and Venus in one. 

This would solve the space and time problem within 
our solar system, but what about inter-stellar travel? At sooooocooooooiimoowxi 
a million miles an hour, even the nearest star would be 
almost 3,000 years away. 

Mr. Clark thinks that eventually, through the ulti¬ 
mate use of atomic power, we will achieve the speed of 
light, 670,000,000 mph., more usually quoted as 186,000 
miles a second. 

And this, he says, is as fast as we can go, providing 
the Theory of Relativity is correct, “and all the evidence 
of the past 50 years indicates that it is.” 

At the speed of light, time of travel between the closest 
star systems cannot be less than four or five years, and. 
he says, “between INHABITED star systems, we might 
not be far out if we fix the lower limit of travel time as 
10 years.” 

And 10 years, Mr. Clarke maintains, is not an abso¬ 
lutely insuperable objection to inter stellar flight. 

Now that we’ve found them, why haven’t they 
found us? 

Well, muses Mr. Clarke, maybe they already have 
landed on our planet dozens of times “during the long 
empty ages when man was still a dream of the distant 
future.” 

Or maybe, given the vast distances and myriad num¬ 
bers of stars and solar systems, they haven't yet chanced 
to hit upon Earth. Or perhaps they already know all about 
us and who can blame them, therefore, if they’ve kept a 
few light years away? 

One other prediction is called for: When the visitors 
from outer space do arrive, Russia and the United States 
suddenly will become the best of friends.—H.W.E.

The main idea was that 
the federal and state anti- 
discrimination agencies 
should work together instead 
of at counter-purposes. The 
Abrams suggestions were ac¬ 
cepted by the representa¬ 
tives of the federal govern¬ 
ment as well as spokesmen 
for six other state anti-bias 
agencies. 

What was novel about the 
meeting was that no one 
talked tbout "states’ rights,” 
whatever they are. The whole 
emphasis there was on “peo- 


THE RED MOON —Com¬ 
mon sense is a rare com¬ 
modity in the political mar¬ 
ketplace. When the Russians 
launched Sputnik there was 
something akin to panic 
here. One Washington corre¬ 
spondent wrote that the Cap¬ 
ital had “the drawn face and 
wide pupils of a man suffer¬ 
ing from shock.” 

Of course, it was surpris¬ 
ing to learn that a totali¬ 
tarian dictatorship could 
produce the best jet airliner, 
the first intercontinental 
ballistic missile and an out¬ 
er-space satellite. I don’t 
know why it should have 
been so surprising. The 
Nazis had pretty good scien¬ 
tists, too. But we’ve been 
conditioned to believe that 
men work best only in free 
societies. The fact is some 
men may be so unsure of 
themselves they need a “Big 
Brother” to tell them what 
to do. 

That, though, isn’t what I 
started out to write about. 
What I deplore was the feel¬ 
ing that the bottom had fall¬ 
en out just because the Rus¬ 
sians “beat” us. Now evi¬ 
dence is piliing up to indi¬ 
cate that the satellite race 
was not a reflection of U.S. 
scientific inferiority. What 
most of our scientists did 
not appreciate was the psy¬ 
chological impact of the 
man-made moon. 

It seems we could have 
launched an earth sattelite 
in 1955 but our experts 
weren’t convinced—or maybe 
even aware—of the psycho¬ 
logical advantage of being 
first in the race to outer 
space.
